When you are both 
back in the office next week, please discuss how to more systematically set this up for regular 
daily reporting on activities, including weekends. One thought I had is that we could ask the 
phone duty officers to cany out this role since we know that each will be at his/her duty station 
for an entire week. Please note that the Regions feed information into the EoC in a manner 
similar to what Eve described above (actually, the Regions provide much detail). I think it’s 
important for our staff to see that their great work is being recognized and acknowledged as they 
are doing it . Note, this is not usually an issue for the routine ERs where ERT is activated — we 
are more often identified as providing support to the effort.
